I, NUM-A of NANGAGUA, do solemnly and sincerely declare as follows: 


1. I ama native of NANG/GUA, Between the months of Dec. 44 and 
Mar 45, a party of adivvt 30 Javanese were living in N/ANGAGUA. 

2. Three Indians, whose names I do not know, were living with the 
Japanese. 

3. One day, between Dec. 44 and Mar 45, some of the JAPANESE 
took a mosquito net anc some calico from the INDIANS. The 
INIANS objected to this. This made the J4PANESE angry. 
The JAPANESE ccmmander, named YAMAMOTO, and his 2 i/c, named 
MIAKI, then beheeded the three INDIANS and threw their dead 
bocies into the SCREW RIVER. 


On 29 Dec, 45, from a line-up of C4PANESE I identified 
YAMAMOTO (now known to me as Lt, YAMAMOTO Jintaro) and 

MIAKO (now known to me as E¢t-laj MIYAKA4WA Kazuo) and pointed 
them out to Ceptain JOHN DAVID STRED, AALC, att 6 Aust. Div,
